The hog tak­ 
ing first prize, raised by Ives Brown, 
Jr.. topped the scale at 280 pounds 
at the finish, while the second owned 
by Elmer Ritner weighed 257 pounds. 
Brown's pig made an average daily 
gain of 1.8 pounds and the cost was 
exactly seven cents per pound to put 
on the pork. 
His net profit was $6.75, allowing 
$3.50 for his labor during the con­ 
test. 
Elmer Ritner. Byron Orr and Mar­ 
shall Lindsey’s record all show an 
exceptionally low amount of concen­ 
trates per pound of gain. 
Practical hog men figure one pound 
of pork for 3V4 to 4 pounds of grain 
is a good average 
but

averaged about 2.5 pounds of grain 
per pound of gain, due to the fact 
that they fed considerable milk the 
first sixty days of the contest.
